To date only one test has been conducted in regard to human tolerance of genetically engineered
foods, however, many laboratory tests using mice and rats have been conducted revealing
everything from kidney damage to toxic allergic reactions. Field examinations have further revealed
cows, pigs, deer and other animals to have displayed the same types of reactions to genetically
engineered food.  
 
 In the 1980’s a GMO food supplement L- tryptophan killed 100 people and caused over 5,000
people to become ill or disabled. More recently in the Philippines over 100 people who lived in the
proximity of a GMO corn field developed serious skin, respiratory and intestinal reactions during the
pollination season. The following year four more nearby villages showed the same types of reactions
during pollination season.  
 
In regard to gene mutation, the introduction of foreign DNA creates massive collateral damage,
causing mutations in hundreds or even thousands of locations throughout a plant’s DNA structure.
The chain reaction of the imposed DNA alteration is totally unstable and unpredictable, the
consequences of which are still scientifically unknown.  
 
Furthermore, the consequences from genetic contamination remain a serious issue. For papaya
farmers  
on the Big Island, GMO contamination has brought financial hardship with exports to countries like
Japan and Korea being refused because of GMO contamination. A 2004 test by Genetic ID, one of
the world's leading scientific laboratories for genetic contamination testing, demonstrated just how
easy transgenic contamination is. This particular test demonstrated a result of 20,000 seeds
submitted by non-GMO farms from across the Big Island in which 50% of the seed showed positive
to GMO contamination. Despite this type of financial imposition upon non-GMO farmers, there
remain no legal protections for farmers hurt by GMO contamination.   
 
In conclusion, the reluctance of biotech corporations to test or label their products or to give public
notice of their activities, demonstrates a complete disregard for the well being of the public.  Local
government accountability and informed public consent is essential in protecting our population and
in protecting our natural resources.

I am
speaking against the preemption bill.  
 
The pre-emption bill is a thinly cloaked attempt to concentrate the power of decision-making about
GMOs into bodies where the biotech industry believes it can exert more control. This is the antithesis
of democracy, where individuals, towns and counties lose control over significant decisions affecting
their health, environment and economy.   
 
The usurpation of power doesn’t stop at the state. The biotech industry has tried more than once to
eliminate states’ powers to legislate on seeds or labeling, by pre-empting it to federal decision-
making only. And it doesn’t stop there. When countries other than the US have passed laws that
interfere with the industry’s plans, they resort to the World Trade Organization, which usurps even
national sovereignty and places the responsibility in the hands of a few unelected business people.  
 
One problem with this legislation is that it creates a mismatch between the jurisdiction with the power
to legislate over GMOs and jurisdiction and locales which are impacted by the decisions.  
 
Value-added regions  
In farming, for example, there is a trend towards replacing low-cost commodities with value-added
products. These higher priced crops are sometimes only made economical when grown in sufficient
acreage to justify the development of storage, shipping and marketing channels. So farmers around
the US at various times will organize into areas where a particular crop is grown. All can use the
same collection and distribution channel. Certain crops will lose there premium value if other
varieties mix or cross-pollinate with them. This same model has worked for traits unrelated to GMOs,
as well as for GM-free zones. It is a valid business model and should not be preempted by state
legislatures.  
 
Protection from costly contamination  
If certain regions had organized to be GM free zones in the past, it would have saved them huge
losses due to contamination. For example, in 1999, a handful of Iowa’s farmers started planting a
genetically modified variety of corn called StarLink, which was approved for animal consumption but
not for humans. Keeping corn varieties separated can be difficult or impossible and StarLink got into
the food supply. In 2000, more than 300 food brands were recalled, foreign corn markets canceled
orders, and corn prices plummeted. All this from a seed variety planted to less than 1 percent of corn
acreage. The total price tag was estimated at about $1 billion and the region hit the worst was Iowa,
with half the corn contaminated.  
 
In 1999, if farmers in a particular country or region had been aware that StarLink was about to be
introduced, that it had the potential for such destruction, and that state and federal officials were not



regulating it properly, they could have taken steps to protect their area.   
 
Similarly, GM rice escaped from field trials and cost as much as $1 billion for the US rice industry. If
a region had declared itself GM-free, it might have averted losses.  
 
Today counties in Hawaii have the option to prevent future StarLink and GM Rice-type catastrophes.
But if you pass this pre-emption legislation, they will not. At the same time, neither the state nor the
federal government are taking the necessary steps to protect farmers from the losses associated
with GM contamination.  
 
GM-free zones are the trend  
Nearly 4,500 jurisdictions in Europe have passed bills or resolutions to declare themselves GM free
zones, as have parts of New Zealand, most states in Australia, Venezuela, Angola, Sudan, Zambia
and parts of Brazil. Nearly 100 New England towns have passed GM-free zone resolutions, and
three counties in California are now GM free. Last month, Luxemborg was declared GM-free, the
Georgian president committed to become a GM free country, and the agriculture minister of
Germany predicted that Germany would be GM free. Jurisdictions have done this for a variety of
reasons: to protect the region’s agriculture, environment, economy, and private property from genetic
contamination from genetically modi?ed organisms.   
There have also been crop-specific bans, such as the coffee and taro ban on the Big Island. The US
wheat industry, similarly forced the biotech industry to declare North America as free from all GM
wheat. A University of Iowa economist predicted that if any GM wheat were introduced, there would
be a 30 to 50% loss in U.S. wheat export markets.  
 
The Non-GM market is a viable and strong market with premium prices.   
•In 2001, the Wall Street Journal estimated the total value of the non-GMO market at $7.8 billion. It's
probably higher now.  
•The main non-GMO markets are Europe, Japan, and South Korea. US and Canadian grain
suppliers sell a lot of non-GMO soy to those two regions at premium prices.  
•Japan buys more than 1 million metric tons of food-grade non-GMO soybeans each year from the
US, Canada, and China.  
•China has designated an entire state to producing non-GMO soy because the demand is so strong
worldwide.  
•Several major retailers in the US including Whole Foods and Trader Joe's have established a policy
to exclude GM ingredients in their brand name products, and many more are cleaning out remaining
GMOs this year.  
 
The biotech industry is trying to use the state preemption bill to try to stop this trend by erecting
inappropriate legislative barriers to legitimate collective action. Ironically, the GM seed growers on
Hawaii also expect and demand that no one plant crops nearby that can contaminate their varieties.
They lease nearby land with that explicit requirement. But at the same time they don’t allow other
farmers, who don’t own large tracts of land and can’t dictate policy via lease contracts, to organize to
protect themselves from contamination of their own crops.  
 
Pre-emption is not fair, sensible, or democratic. Please don’t prohibit other jurisdictions from making
reasonable and relevant choices about GMOs that can influence their livelihood and lives.
